The mother of 
the unfortunate child la a widow and 
with three children lives In Union- 
ville.

girl at home alone. Mrs. Scotchbrook 
had put some kindling in tho stove 
preparatory to building a fire, and 
left the room to go Into tho yard to 
get some ctove wood, and in her ab­ 
sence the little girl poured a quanti­ 
ty of kerosene on the kindling and ig­ 
nited it, with the reault that there 
was a sudden explosion and the lit­ 
tle victim’s clothing caught fire and 
she was soon enveloped in a mass of 
flames. She immediately rushed Into 
the yard to call her mother, but Mrs. 
Scotchbrook being very much frigh­ 
tened called for a neighbor close by 
who came and with an old coat ex­ 
tinguished the flames, but too late, 
the little girl’s flesh was burned to a 
crisp and in taking clothing off the 
flesh pealed off with the shreds of 
garments, and the child died after 
three hours. The nerve centers ware 
so badly burned that the little child 
suffered no pain and xas conscious 
to the last, and told her mother that 
she knew she had been naughty bat 
would not be so any more. She was 
an especially bright and attractive 
little girl, an dwill be sadly missed in 
her home and the community.

The tra dition which wa s cur- 
ent a mong the India ns while they 
nha bited this region, Pi-a -sa w-a s the 
a ther of Bla ck Ha wk. But little ha s 
een lea rned from the red ma n con- 
erning this a nd other pictog-a phs. 
ha ve tried to collect a nd herewith 
resent a s fully a s it ha s been my 
lea sure, a ll the da ta tha t I ha ve 
ecured. 


Long before the a rriva l of the pa le 
a ce there dwelt in this la nd we ca ll 
llinois, a tribe ca lled the Illlni which 
umbered ma ny thousa nd wa rriors. 
io wa rriors so bra ve, no horses so 
eet, no hosts so invincible, a s those 
f the Illini. 


During the reign of their i:lus- 
rous chief Owa toga , whose na me to 
his da y is uttered with 
the pro- 
oundest reverence by every India n, 
nd whose virtues a nd noble da ring 
hey emula te, they were terrified 
with 
fea rful visita tion from the Grea t 
pirit. There a ppea red upon the in- 
ccessibie bluffs nea r their villa ge a n 
mmense a nd hideous a rriva l, ha lf 
ea st, ha lf bird, ha ving wings i nd 
jvhich they ca lled Pi-a -sa bird. This 
la me, like a ll India n na mes, i. si • 
iiflca nt of the cha ra cter of the m en ­ 
der which it designa tes. It mea ns 
‘The ma n-destroy ing bird.” 


The India ns described this bird a s 
>eing of giga ntic size, 
ca pa ble of 
lea ring off in its ta lons a horse or 
juffa lo. Its hea d a nd bea k were like 
hose of the vulture, with ey es of the 
liost da zzling brillia ncy ; 
its wings 
ila ck a s the ra ven a nd ma king a most 
’ea rful noise in its hea vy flight; its 
egs, four in number, a nd ta lons like 
hose of a mighty ea gle; its body sim 
la r to tha t of a dra gon, ending with 
i ta il of huge dimensions like a scor- 
fion. Its body wa s gorgeously eolor- 
¡d with every hue, a nd in its flight 
t ma de a most imposing specta cle, 
a spiring terror, a we a nd .wonder. 


W hile the medicine men of the 
ribe were study ing the omen, wheth­ 
er it should be for good or evil, the 
bird descended into 
their 
midst, 
seized a nd ca rried off one of their 
bra vest wa rriors, a nd never 
a ga in 
wa s he seen. But this wa s not a ll. 
Bra ve a fter bra ve, a nd women 
a nd 
’.hildren were borne off in succession 
by this fierce crea ture, whose a ppe­ 
tite seemed never to be sa tisfied. 


Such .wa s their condition 
when 
Owa toga , chief of their m ighty tribe, 
ought out his medicine men 
a nd 
with them retired to a secret pla ce, 
■where they fa sted a nd pra y ed for 


m a n y da y s At length it wa s revea led 
to Owa toga in a vision, how their 
terrible enem y cculd be destroy ed. 
The pla n wa s: 


First, a noble victim wa s to be se­ 
lected from a m ong the bra vest of the 
na tion, who by religious rites should 
be sa nctified for the sa crifice. 


Second, twenty equa lly bra ve wa r­ 
riors with their stoutest bows a nd 


the rock, a nd when the bird descend­ 
ed to seize its prey , the concea led 
wa rriors were to let fly their 
a r­ 
rows, a ssured tha t the bird 
ffiould 
fa ll. 
On the a ppointed da y the twenty 
bra ves rea ched their biding 
pla ce 
The na me of the victim ha d 
been 
kept up to this tim e a profound s e ­ 
cret. J udge of 
the 
consterna tion 
a m ong the Illini when Owa toga dress­ 
ed in his richest robes a ppea red, him ­ 
self the volunta ry victim. The expos­ 
tula tions 
of the men, 
tea rs a nd 
shrieks of the women a va iled noth­ 
ing. The chief sa id: 
“ Brothers a nd children, the Grea t 
Spirit is a ngry with his child » -eu. Me 
ha th sent us this scourge to punish 
us for our sins, he ha th dema nded 
this sa crifice; who so fit a s 
y our 
chief? 
The blood of my hea rt is 


pictogra ph wa s growing dim 
a nd 
showed evidences of grea t a ge. Yet 
the Germa n a rtist sa w it 106 y ea rs 
a fter J oliet first sa w it, a nd 
Ma r­ 
quette in his journa l sa id: 
“ These monsters were 
so 
well 
pa inted tha t the India ns could ha rd­ 
ly ha ve designed them. Good pa hitera 
in Fra nce would ha rdly ha ve done a s 
w ell.” 
Ma rquette .wa s a n educa ted 
a nd 
cultured ma il a nd his opinion na tu­ 
ra lly a rouses a dded interest a s to 
whether these pictogra phs were the 
work of India ns, or of the a ncient 
Mound Builders in their a ttempt to 
record som e of the more importa nt 
events of their history . 
The Pia sa of the Illini is a na logous 
to the tra dition of St. George, 
the 
Pa tron Sa int of Engla nd, a nd bo di 
j ha ve their counterpa rt 
a mong na ­ 
tions in a ll pa rts of the world.

spot. Soon the ill-omened bird wa s 
seen hovering over the pla ce, 
a nd 
a fter circling a round for a few min, 
utes, nea ring ea ch time his intended 
victim, he suddenly ca me thundering 
dowm towa rd his prize. 
In a n in­ 
sta nt twenty ba rbed a rrows shot from 
a s ma ny bows a nd twenty sha fts bur­ 
ied themselves in the body of thejr 
drea ded foe; he fell quivering but 
dea d a t the feet of their noble chief, 
who esca ped unhurt. 


Rejoicing now succeeded 
gloom 
a nd foreboding. Owa toga wa s borne 
home in triumph to 
the 
council 
cha mber, a nd a fter due delibera tion 
it wa s decided to perpet la te 
the 
event by engra ving the Pia sa bird 
upon the smooth side of the 
cliff 
where it ha d m a de its home. There it 
wa s done a nd sta ined with the fa st 
a nd fa deless colors 
whose 
subtle 
compounding the India n only kno^s. 


This spot beca me sa cred from tha t 
time a nd no India n ever a scended or 
descended the river without discha rg 
iug his a rrow a t the “ ma n-devouri ■ 
bird.” After the India n secured fire­ 
a rms bullets took the pla ce of 
a r­ 
rows a nd ea ch wa rrior a s lie pa ssed 
the spot discha rged his gun a nd ra is­ 
ed a sli >ut of triumph. 


In 
1830 J ohn Russell, professor 
of G reek ‘a nd La tin in Suhuleff col­ 
lege, Upper Alton, a nd in 1 S3S A. D 
J ones visited the pla ce a nd both sa id 
the bird wa s pla inly visible. 


When the Sa c a nd Fox delega tion 
went down the river on their >,va y to 
Wa shington, pa ssed the Pia sa they 
discha rged their firea rms a t the pic­ 
ture, a nd when they a rrived a t Alton 
they went a shore in a body a nd pro­ 
ceeded to the bluffs where they held 
a counc il of wa r a nd on led wltb a 
wa r da nqe under the cliff on which 
wa s the ima ge, ma nifesting a ll the 
while the most exubera nt ioy . 


Russell, when he visited the spot 
in Ma rch, 1836, sa id: “ My cuiiosity 
wa s principa lly directed to the exa m­ 
ina tion of a ca ve, connected with the 
a bove tra dition a s one of those to 
which th*> bird ha d ca rried nis hu­ 
ma n victims.” 


Accompa nied by a guide with a 
spa de they climbed the a lm ost per­ 
pendicula r fa ce of the bluff to m ele­ 
va tion of one hundred a nd fifty feet 
to the ca ve, the roof of which .wa s 
va ulted, the top ha rdly less 
tha n 
twenty feet. The floor he describes 
a s one ma ss of huma n bones. H e sa y s 
they dug to the depth of three or 
four feet a nd still found only huma n 
bones. Prof. Russell estim a tes them 
a t thousa nds. 


IIow they ca me there a nd by whom 
a nd for wha t purpose ha s never been 
lea rned. 
R ussell’s story a s to 
the 
number of bones ma y be exa ggera ted 
but the pictogra ph rema ined until 
the y ea r 1847 a nd ha s been seen by 
ma ny tra velers. First by J oliet a nd 
Ma rquette, then by Dona y a nd J on- 
tell, then by St. Cosme in 169 9 , w ho 
spea ks of his India ns fir’ng a t U. In 
1839 Arenz & Co. of Düsseldorf, Ger­ 
ma ny , published 
a book 
entitled, 
“ The Va lley of the Mississippi. Illus­ 
tra ted,” conta ining eighty 
illustra ­ 
tions dra wn from na ture by their 
a rtist H. Lewis. One of the la rge full 
sha rpest a rrows were to concea l them pa ge pictures gives a fine view of the 
selves nea r the spot of sa crifice. The bluffs a t Alton with the figure of the 
victim wa s to go singly a nd ta ke his Pia sa on the fa ce of the rock.

It wa s his duty to 
report me, when I needed reporting 
a nd neglected to do it my self, a nd 
he wa s fa ithful In discha rging tha t 
duty . He is Sid in “ Tom Sa wy er.”

SKIMMED MILK MORE 
VALUABLE THAN CREAM 
Billiard balls, boxes for handker­ 
chiefs, ink wells, combs, etc., are now 
made from skimmed milk, says Mr. 
Glen Fling in Technical W orld Mag­ 
azine for Janu ary. 
Milk stone r r 
“ galalith,” as it is called, is-a com­ 
bination of skimmed milk and for­ 
maline, and is made by a simple pr:- 
cess. 
’ * MU 
The eq u ipment of the m anu factory 
consists of a hu ge tank into which 
the milk is pu mped and connected 
with this by means of an inclined 
trou gh is another tank and a .wide, 
sq u are opening. 
Over this u p'ctr.g 
are placed, one abou t two inches 
above another, three wire sieves, var­ 
ying in fineness, the lowest one be­ 
ing of very close mesh. 
From a hu ge vat into which certain 
chemicals have been pou red the milk 
is pu mped throu gh shori n pcS into 
the first tank mentioned, where It is 
threshed abou t by a glass paddle for 
abou t fifteen minu tes. The liu nghole 
of the tank is then opened and what 
was once milk is forced ou t by air 
pressu re in the form of a yellowish 
brown powder. This is called chemi­ 
cally treated "casein,” and it is sent 
down throu gh an inclined 
trou gh, 
throu gh the three sieves to the sec- 
and tank, where it is mixed with for­ 
maline and pou red ou t on m arble 
slabs to dry. The formaline solidi­ 
fies the powdered casein, and forms 
it into a horn-like su bslanpe which 
has been given the name of "gala­ 
lith.” 
Galalith can again be mixed with 
other su bstances and worked over in­ 
to a material which forms a su bsti­ 
tu te for bone, Ivory, cellu loid, m ar­ 
ble, hard ru bber and even amber.

SACRED CROCODILES. 


T h e F a n io n « S h rin e a nti th e “ L a b y ­ 
r in th ” In E gy p t, 
The crocodile, one of the most sacred 
anim als of the east, has given its name 
to several ancient sites. Of the various 
cities of crocodiles the names of which 
have b een handed down to us b y lie 
ro do tus, Pliny and Strab o, perhaps the 
mo st striking was the "Crocodilopolis” 
o f the ancient Egyptian province of 
Fay um, which, according to tradition, 
was built b y that pharaoh who “made 
the lives o f the children of Israel b it­ 
ter with hard service.” This province 
lies within an almost complete circle of 
hills—a little oasis in the m idst of the 
desert, where roses and grapes mingle 
with figs and olives and luxuriant palm 
trees grow almost into forests. Its cap­ 
ital Is Medinet, and a little to the north 
o f the city are u numb er of Irregularly 
shaped mounds. Beneath these are the 
ruins o f the pharaoh b uilt “Crocodilop­ 
olis," the “City of Crocodiles," later 
called Arslnoe and the shrine of the 
sacred crocodile of the neighb oring 
lies 
Lake Moerls, which was then 450 miles 
in circumference. This lake liald the 
sacred crocodiles, and as each died in 
turn it was b urled in one of the 1,500 
underground sepulchers of the world 
famed “lab yrinth” at hand, side b y side 
with the emb almed b odies of succes­ 
sive pharaob s.

h ibited in glass cases, and in many 
cases, not only th e rich est and most 
brilliant colors, but tbe v ery scent of 
th e flowers h as been stolen from na­ 
ture, for some of th e artificial flowers 
are steep ed In th e p erfume distilled 
from th e flower wh ich it rep resents. 
Last century a Swiss inv ented a ma­ 
ch ine for cutting out th e leav es and 
p etals, but it can only be used for th e 
smaller kinds, such as are wanted for 
h yacinth s, lilies of th e v alley and oth ­ 
er small flowers. 
In larger p etals th e 
^regularities of manual work are p re­ 
ferred to th e stiff and correct forms 
p roduced by mach inery. Th is material 
of wh ich th e p etals are made is wov en 
in sp ecial factories. 
Th e scissors and 
oth er tools used by th e girls emp loy­ 
ed as well as th e p resses in wh ieh th e 
v eins are traced on th e leav es are of a 
sh ap e sp ecially adap ted to th e work. 
Each p art of n flower is made by sp e­ 
cialists. 
In one room, for Instance, 
only stalks of flowers and leav es are 
made; in anoth er, fruits and berries of 
all kinds are cast if th ey are wax or 
blown if made of glass. 
Th e clev er­ 
est workers are emp loyed in making 
blossoms of th e single p etals and bou­ 
q uets, wreath s and garlands of th e sin­ 
gle blossoms.—Duudee Adv ertiser.

O n e o f tb e Mo st P e c u lia r W enjio n« o f 
W a r E v e r Inv en« e« l. 
Th e boomerang is an instrument used 
both in war and in th e ch ase by th e 
aborigines of Australia. It is usually 
about two feet in length , made of h ard 
wood bent into a curv e resembling an 
obtuse angle, flat on one siue and 
rounded on th e oth er. Th e meth od of 
using th is curious weap on is v ery p e­ 
culiar. 
Th e th rower takes it in one 
h and, h olding th e bent side downward, 
and burls it forward as 
if to h it some 
object twenty or twent.v -fiv e yards in 
adv ance. Instead of continuing to go 
directly forward in accordance with 
th e Newtonian law it sloway ascends 
in th e air, wh irling round and round, 
describing a beautiful and geometrical 
curv ed line till it reach es a considera­ 
ble h eigh t, wh en it begins to retro­ 
grade, finally 
sw eep ing ov er th e h ead 
of th e p rojector, striking th e object l or 
wh ich it was intended, wh ich is al­ 
ways in th e rear. 
An English officer h as tins to say oi 
th e singular weap on: “Th e boomerang 
of tbe most curious weap ons of 
war ev er inv ented, at least by a bar­ 
barous p eop le, nor is it easy to comp re­ 
h end by wh at law of p rojectiles it is 
made to take th e singular directions 
th at It freq uently does. I h av e secu a 
nativ e th row one so as to make it go 
forty or fifty yards h orizontally and 
not moro th an four feet from th e 
ground. It would th en suddenly th irl 
into th e air to th e h eigh t of fifty or 
sixty yards, describe a v ery consider­ 
able curv e and finally fall at h is feet. 
In all cases, 
1 1 0 m atter h ow th rown, 
th e boomerang keep s turning with 
great rap idity, like as if on a p iv ot, 
making a loud, wh izzing noise all th e 
wh ile.”

nigh ts and dyed from th e simp le dyes 
made from th e lich ens wh ich grew' on 
th e stems of trees or 0 1 1 th e bowlders 
of rock in th e neigh borh ood. 
Th e 
wh isky th ey drank came from secret 
stills on th e h illside and h ad nev er 
p aid 
excise. 
Th e 
nearest 
p arish 
ch urch was often many miles away. 
No sch ool was th ere for th e ch ildren. 
Very few of th em, indeed, could read 
or write, 
« till fewer h ad ev er h eard 
a word of English sp oken. Th eir sp ir­ 
itual needs, h owev er, were not neg­ 
lected, for th ey receiv ed constant v is­ 
its from th e "men,” as th ey were call­ 
ed. wh o h ad constituted th emselv es th e 
sp iritual guides of th eir neigh borh ood.
